pumps necessary to bring the city wa- 
ter from the proposed source of sup- 
ply three miles west of the city to the 
elevated tank and deposit it in the 
tank ready for distribution through 
the city mains will be approximately 
$1,500, is the statement made by Mr 
Glbbs, representing the DeLaverne en- 
gine, who talked to the members of 
the city -council at the meeting held 
Wednesday night.

He shall have resided and had his
